After a wild dash of almost a 
mile through the tunnel the car 
emerged at Carson street and turned 
over on its side. Hospital doctors said 
that a number of the injured could not 
recover. 

The car, which was of the latest low 
floor, steel type, was packed with city- 
bound shoppers when it left the sta- 
tion at the south end of the tunnel. 
A minute or two later the trolley is 
gald to have left the wire and the lights 
went out. At almost the same instant, for 
some reason net yet determined, the 
motorman lost control and it dashed 
down the steep grade, gaining momen- 
tum with every instant as the wheels 
slipped along the wet ralis. 

The passengers were thrown into 
panic and their shrieks could be heard 
“oy persons in Carson street, as the 

car shot out of the tube and left the 
tracks at a curve. 

The car instantly turned over on its 
side, piling the passengers in a strug-

Alleged Mrs. Morse Pro- 
posed to Pay Robert Taft 
$10,000 to Use Release of 
Morse From Prison. 


New York, December 24.—Walter E. 
Reid, of Portland, Me., who is suing 


Charles W. Morse for $150,000 for al- 
leged breach of contract, today filed 
in the federal district court supple- 
mentary particulars demanded by the 
defendant in elaboration of the plain- 
tiff’s claim that he had prevented Morse 
and his wife from engaging in “im- 
proper and unwise enterprises” in their 
efforts to obtain the banker’s release 
from the federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta. 

Morse's sentence of imprisonment for 
fifteen years for misapplication of the 
funds of the National Bank of America 
was commuted January 18, 1912, by 
President Taft, after the prisoner had 
served a little more than two years of 
his sentence. The president’s action 
was based on the recommendation of 
Attorney General Wickersham and the 
report of Surgeon General Torney. Mr. 
Torney’s conclusion was: 

“In my opinion, the prisoner's dura- 
tion of life will be in all probability 
lees than one month if kept in con- 
finement and in the event of his re- 
lease under commutation of sentence 
it is not probable that he will live 
as long as six months.“ 

Proposed to Pay Taft's Son. 

Mr. Reid, in his additional particulars 
filed today, said: 

“In the spring of 1910 at the New 
York. office of the defendant, Mrs.

ADVANCED BY GERMANY 


Despite the Fact of Procla- 
mation of Desirt for Peace. 
The Kaiser Still Trusts in 
the Mailed Fist. |

RUSS PEACE TERMS 
BEING CONSIDERED 


Peace without annexation and W- 
out indemnities, the formula adopted 
by the German reichetag in its peace 
resolution last July, is the keynote of 
the Russian peace terms now being die- 
oussed at Brest-Litovsk. The Russian 
terms have been submitted to the rep- 
resentatives of the central powers, who 
have taken them under consideration. 

No compulsory annexation of terri- 
tory seized during the war and imme-~ 
diate evacuation of it and no contri- 
butions to be required from belliger- 
ent countries are proposed by Russia. 
This is similar to the reichstag reso- 
lution, which, however, was not accept- 
ed by Dr. Michaelis, who was then 
German imperial chancellor. Russia 
suggests that countries deprived of 
their independence during the war be 
einstated and that national groups not 
independent: before the war shall de- 
cide their status by à referendum. 


KAISER BRAGS — 


OF IRON FIST. 

The enemy for weeks unofficially 
has been proclaiming his desire for 
peace, but no terms have been advanced 
by him which would indicate a willing- 
ness to bring the war to an end along 
lines that would make the world “safe 
for democracy.” On the contrary, the 
German emperor in his latest utter- 
ance made before the second army last 
Saturday, boasted of the successes of 
the Teutonic allies during the last 
year and exultantly proclaimed that 
the victories of the central Powers had 
been so manifest that it was useless 
to waste words on the tactical and 
strategical advantages gained. 

Apparently, however, while strenu- 
ous efforts are being made in the 
invincible 
army in the field to aid Great Britain 
and France and their allies in finally 
bringing success to their arms, the 
German emperor has made a final en- 
deavor in his latest address to his 
troops to frighten peoples unafraid, 
with the following declaration: 

“If the enemy does not want peace, 
then we must bring peqce to the world 
by battering in with the iron fist and 
the shining sword the doors of those 
who will not have peace.“

cal hotel by United States Marshal 
Thompson and confined in the county 
jail without bond. 

Her Husband in German Army. 

At the hearing today the baroness 
admitted knowing Frederick Lotz, a 
petty officer of the German navy. She 
denied knowing this man Saturday. 

She admitted communicating with 
her husband, William Zollner, an of- 
ficer in the German army, but had not 
communicated with him since the dec- 
laration of war. Letters she claimed 
were sent to Zollner through Mrs. Paul 
Turstig, of Arnheim, Holland, an aunt 
of Mrs. Carl Pickhardt, a relative of 
Madame Zollner's father. Mrs. Pick- 
hardt, she said, was a von Shafen be- 
fore her marriage and was born in Ger- 
many. The baroness said she was seek- 
ing a divorce from her husband in or- 
der to marry Lieutenant Spalding. 

) The baroness, under cross-examina- 
tion, admitted fleeing from England 
with her husband, coming over as 
steerage passengers, and that she ac- 
quiesced in his breaking his parole and 
again that she acquiesced in his leav- 


ho ing America for Burope, traveling on 


a fraudulent passport. 

Bedford Shope, the 16-year-old son 
of the baroness by her first husband, 
was placed on the stand and gave a 
detailed review of the life of his 
mother. 

A letter from the baroness to her 
son, describes a tgip to Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, the condition af the roads, the 
topography of the surrounding terri- 
tory, the buildings erected with their 
small iron bed furnishings. This is re- 
garded as tangible evidence of the 
woman’s violation of section 2 of the 
espionage act. 3 

She Pald Lieut. Spalding’s Bilis. 

Lieutenant Spalding admitted that 
he was in love with the baroness and 
desired to marry her and that he fur- 
nished her a code with which to keep 
informed of his movements up to the 
time he may be called to sail for 
France. Lieutenant Spalding also 
testified that he had been assisted in. 
many ways by the baroness, she hav- 
ing paid his hotel bills and other ex- 
penses at various times. Spalding said 
that he had been expelled from the 
naval academy at Annapolis on “bills” 
and had to resign, and that Baroness 
Zoliner aided him in getting his com- 


laission in the army. 


At the conclusion of the hearing At- 
torney Carl Abernathy, for the defense, 
asked that the prisoner be allowed bail, 
which was denied, although Commis- 
sioner McAlester advised the attorney 
to apply to Federal Judge Sanford at 
Knoxville for a writ of habeas corpus 
in order to get his client out of prison. 


Commissioner MoAlester declared 
that Baroness Zollner had explained 
everything satisfactorily to him ex- 
cept the code which was found in her 
possession and a_ letter written by 
Lieutenant Spalding to her which was 
impossible of interpretation and re- 
ferred to an Annapolis, Md., hotel. 
Baroness Zollner is held under the sec- 
ond section of the espionage act, which 
only makes it necessary to show prob- 
able cause for violation in order to 
hold a suspect. . 

Baroness Zollner will be confined in a 
céll furnished by the federal authorities 
and will be allowed a trained nurse if 
her health, as claimed by the defense, 
requires the services of a nurse. 

Lieutenant Spalding, who is 22 years 
old, and who has figured in the career 
of the baroness here and elsewhere, is 
a native of Collmore, N. M., and was 
commissioned in the army 4 year ago at 
Annapolis. He was returned to Fort 
Oglethorpe in arrest following the com- 
pletion of the hearing.

| serve of Victory. 


Washington, December 24.—Ger- 
imany’s newest peace propaganda, 
viewed as a forerunner to an offensive 
in the west unless a German-made 
peace is accepted by the allies and the 
United States, “should not for a mo- 
ment induce us to slacken our prepara- 
tion for war,” says Secretary Baker 
today in his weekly review of the mili- 
tary situation. 


“The Germans realize,” continues the 
„that within a short time 
our armies will form the principal body 
of fresh strategic reserves remaining 
available on the battlefields of Europe. 

“Our armies constitute the reserves 
of victory.“ 


The review points out that the fight- 
ing morale of Italy may be relied upon 
no matter how intensive the German 
peace campaign becomes, and says: 

“The Italian theater once again is 
the scene of important military activ- 
ity. 

“The enemy, impatient of the delays 
which have occurred in bringing about 
the successful penetration. of the 
Italian plain and the overthrow of the 
Italian armies, has dispatched further 
forces to the Italian front, with a view 
to achieving a decisive result. 

“The Germans are endeavoring to 
follow the precepts of classic strategy 
and by a successful enveloping move- 
ment to effect the destruction of the 
Italian and allied forces. 

Germans Anxious to Crush Italy. 

“It would appear that they are anx- 


ious to conclude their Italian adventure 
in a manner similar to the previous 


campaigns of Russia, Serbia and Ru- 
mania, where, as a result of the strate- 
gic envelopments gained at relatively 
small cost, vast tracts of territory 
were conquered. 

‘Enemy pressure continues intense 
along the entire front. 

“The Germans hopé to drive the 
Italians back to the Adige, anticipating 
that such a reverse would have a very 


ont tc influence throughout 
taly. 

“It is apparent that the Germans 
have not given up all hope of bring- 
ing about a social upheaval in Italy 
as they did in Russia after their vic- 
torious campaigns of 1915. 

“No matter how intensive this new 
subversive propaganda may be never- 
theless, we can confidently rely on the 
fighting morale of the Italian people. 

“Along the western front the enemy 
has continued his harassing raids with 
a view to keeping the allied forces 
on the alert. However, none of the en- 
gagements recorded in the west were 
of more than local importance. 

“It would appear that as a forerun- 
ner to the German offensive heralded 
to be launched in the west, an intensive 
peace propaganda is to be initiated. 

“Careful examination of the situa- 
tion reveals that the enemy is again 
preparing to sue for ‘peace before vic- 
tory.’ 

“Information from various sources 
confirms the reports that the Germans 
would have the world believe that the 
military situation is such that they are 
able to distate the terms of peace. 
They, therefore, threaten that unless 
this dictated peace is accepted by the 
allied powers and ourselves, the Ger- 
man forces now bet concentrated on 
the western front will break through 
the allied line in the west. 


Peace Proposals by Germany. 


“The various reports of immediate 
peace proposals by the Germans on 
seemingly favorable terms should not 
for a moment induce us to slacken our 
preparations for war. 

“Tf is only necessary for us to recall 
that during the Christmas season of 
last year the Germans put forth very 
similar peace rumors. 

In considering the general military 
situation in its true light, it must be 
understood that the ermans realize 
that within a short time our armies 
will form the principal. body of fresh 
strategic reserves remaining available 
for action on the battlefields of Europe. 

“It is our duty, theréfore, in looking 
to the future, to realize that if we are 
to fulfill the pledge we made on enter- 
ing the war; if we are to fight this 
conclusion, we 
must assume the full responsibility 
which rests upon us. We are the 
freshest in the struggle; we have the 
reserve man power and the reserve 
mechanical power. 

“Our armies constitute the reserves 
of victory. 

“In Russia, the armistice negotia- 
tions having been concluded, peace 
negotiations are about to be entered“ 
upon. 

“Reports of the dissatisfaction of a 
large element of the Russian popula- 
tion, especially in southern and cen- 
tral Russia, with the terms of the 
armistice, have led to the formation of 
an active opposition, which it is be- 
lieved will endeavor to resist all at- 
tempts to enforce the proposals agreed 
to by the Lenine government.”

WAR-TIME PROHIBITION 
FAVORED BY ROOSEVELT 


Not Only for Fighting Men, 
But for Citizens Working 
in War Industries. 


Washington, December 24.—<A letter 
from Theodore Roosevelt favoring war- 
time prohibition not only for fighting 
men, but for citizens working on rail- 
roads and in mines, factories and ship- 
yards, was made public tonight by Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, of the national 
temperance board. Answering a letter 
from Dr. Wilson, Colonel Roosevelt 
wrote that he had favored prohibiting 
the use of food grains at the outbreak 
of the war, and added: 

“Neither the men in the army nor the 


men engaged in doing vital work for 
the army in connection with railroads, 
factories, mines and shipyards should 
be allowed to waste strength and 
health in drink at this time. he same 
reasons that render it necessary to 
rohibit the sale of liquor to soldiers 
n uniform, or within a given number 
of miles from military camps and stop 
its use on battleships, apply to extend- 
ing similar otection for all citizens 
engaged in the work of railroads, fac- 
tories, mines and shipyards. 

„1 may mention that my sons who 
are now in the army in France write 
me most strongly (just as General 
Pershing has ao i his public in- 
ion most strongly) as to the harm done 
to the men of the army by permitting 
the sale of liquor to them, stating that 
they believe in absolute prohibition for 
the army in war-time—and one of them 
adding that his experience has made a 
permanent prohibitionist of him. 

“I wish your board every success in 
its efforts to stop all waste of food, 
man, labor and brain power during this 
day when the nation needs every ener- 
gy of every man of his best.”

SERBS COMPELLED 
TODIG OWN GRAVES 


Austro-Hungarian Atroci- 
ties Almost Unbelievable. 
Victims Drowned, Shot, 
Hanged and Burned Alive. 


London, December 10.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—Com- 
pelled to dig their own graves, 
drowned, burned alive, hanged or shot 
down with machine gums, the Serbi- 
ans of Herzegovina, Bosnia, Isaria and 


Dalmatia were the victims of ,Austro- | 


Hungarian atrocities surpassing the 
human imagination, recently declared 
Dr. Tresic Pavicic, a Slav member of 
the Austro-Hungarian chamber of 
deputies. Narratives of Serbians made 
prisoners in Austrian jails and fort- 
resses were related in detail before the 
Austrian parliament by the Slav 
deputy. 

According to Dr. Pavicic, these out- 
rages were practiced upon the civilian 
population, old men, women and chil- 
dren, when orders were given by Gen- 
eral Potiorek, described as the auto- 
crat of Bosnia, to remove all the Ser- 
bians from the frontier districts. 

The inhabitants of the village of 
Svice, young and old, were all led away 
and on arrival at Mount: Rudo were 
compelled to dig their own graves and 


Many 
women, the deputy said, lay down in 
their graves with children in their 
arms and the soldiers then shot them

Of those who were not executed, he 
declared, the very young and the aged 
died of destitution. It was the vigor- 
ous, competent and courageous who 
were arrested, falsely accused, con- 
demned, tortured ana executed. The 
deputy was informed, ne said, 
5,000 persons had been arrested in Dal- 
matia, Istria and Carniola. Dr. Pa- 
vicic was one of those arrested, herded 
with brigands, insulted by Hungarian 
soldiers and beaten with rifle butts. 
Many of his fellow prisoners lost their 
reason and he saw one hurl himself 
from a train under,the wheels of an- 
other which was pissing. Thousands 
of Serbians, he declared, were taken 
for internment to Mostar, Herzegovina, 
to Doboj, Bosnia and to Arad, Hun- 
gary. 

Upon these unfortunates their jail- 
ers inflicted peculiar puntsnment, ac- 
cording to the narratives of two sur- 
vivors related by Dr. Pavicfe. One of 
these jailers at Mostar was character- 
ized in the speech as a “ferocious 
beast” who beat his prisoners with a 


hooked baton of iron which he caHed 
“Kromprinz.” A priest named Tichy 


fterward died at Arad, Hungary, as 
the result of the tortures this 
inflicted. 

If those gathered at Mostar sur- 
vived, they were transferred later to 
Arad, where “thousands of living skel- 
etons were congregated from Bosnia 
and Herzegovina,” said the deputy. 
Famished, naked, half-dead from the 
blows of rifles and bayonet thrusts, 
they were driven to the casements of 
the Arad fortress. In its subterrane- 
an corridors they died in masses from 
typhus. 

As the days became colder,” said 
Dr. Pavicic, “they took clothing from 
the dead to clothe the naked. The 
number of deaths at Arad is estimated 
at between 3,000 and 4,000.” 

At Doboj things were worse. Along 
with Serbian and Montenegrin prison- 
ers came crowds of civilian old men, 
women and children, driven from home 
and forced to travel in open cattle 
trucks. Hunger was found to be the 
simplest and cheapest means of send- 
ing these people to another world. 
Often the mother would be dead when 
her little child shook her to ask for 
bread. Trustworthy figures show that 
more than 8,000 innocent victims met 
their death in these places.”

The Berliner Tageblatt quotes 
the following excerpts from an article which 
he contributed to Deutsche Politik, urging 
that no remarks of President Wilson's should 
stand ‘in the way of immediate democratiza- 
tion of Germany: 

“We are all agreed that we do not need 
the outside world to put our house in order.

(Justament nicht). 

A direct subserviency to a foreign power 
is not at all conceivable, and here comes 
the ‘cloven foot’ of the entire movement 
magnificently to light. German liberalism 
and social democracy for thirty years have 
desired the democratization of the German 
and Prussian state institutions. They de- 
mand popular authority in parliament and 
in the government, responsible state min- 
isters, free right to work (freie Arbeitsrecht), 
a change in the Prussian election laws, the 
abolition of the code of mefial service for 
agricultural labor and similar improvements.

Editor Constitution: Guy Bomar, the 
chauffeur driving the automobile which was 
run down Thursday morning by a West Point 
train at Tillman crossing, when he was seri- 
ously injured and another negro in the 
car was killed, was in my employ in Octo- 
ber, 1916. While my family was attending 
a circus he loaded the car with negroes, 
tanked up on blind tiger whisky and started 
out for a joy-ride. Shortly he collided with 
another auto, smashed both of them, in- 
jured two ladies in the other car, and with 
his fist knocked another lady down in his 
efforts to escape. 

After serving a sentence in prison our 
state authorities again duly licensed him 
as a chauffeur in 1917. 

I went personally to the secretary of 
state’s office and protested that he was 
unfit to drive a car. I was informed there 
was nothing to do but to license ahybody 
who presented the required indorsements, 
and it was incumbent upoꝶ the state to 
ascertain whether the indorsements were 
genuine or from reputable people. 

Hundreds of men, women and children 
are being run down, killed or injured every 
year in our city by automobiles; and I 
believe in a majority of cases it is caused 
by incompetent and reckless drivers. 

Why should not Atlanta protect its citi- 
zens by refusing to allow drivers to operate 
cars within its limits who, by their past con- 
duct of dishonesty, recklessness and dissi- 
pation, are notoriously unfit, and a positive

ANSWER—Low gravity in itself is not 
significant—often noted when patient hap- 
pens to be taking much fluid or nervous in 
temperament. Sugar, of course, is not found 
in Bright’s disease. You do not give any 
data upon which advice may be based. Mi- 
croscopical examination of urine should be 
made. Weak heart may account for the low 
gravity. Possibly moderate open air exer- 
cise, like walking two miles a day, would 
improve matters.

The forecast is a minimum estimate 
with one labor shift figured. Every 
effort will be made to put on two, and, 


wherever possible, three shifts in yards 


throughout the country. With the task 
of designing models out of the way 
the whole problem now, according to 
shipping board officials, is that of ob- 
taining labor and materials. 

The builders’ reports have been made 
a part of a mass of statistics just 


turned over by the shipping board to. 


the senate commerce committee inves- 
tigating the progress of the ship-build- 
ing program. They disclose that the 
wooden program is 9 per cent under 
way; the requisitioned steel ships, 39 
per cent; the composite ships, 20 per 
cent, and the contract steel ships 4 
per cent on their way to completion. 
What Program Calls For. 

The program, calling for 8,246,308 
tons of shipping, is divided as follows: 
Wood and composite vessels, 437 of 
1,551,900 tons, 10 per cent completed; 
requisitioned steel ships, 431 of 3,056,- 
008 tons, 39 per cent completed; con- 
tract steel ships, 527 of 3,638,400 tons, 
4 per cent completed. 

The percentage of completion, as 
given, does not take into account the 
construction of new shipyards, in 
which many of the vessels will be 
built, or work done toward obtaining 
engines, boilers and other equip- 
ment. 1 

Of 879 wood hulls contractéd for, 
keels have been laid for 166, of which 
180 were laid down in yards which did 
not exist when the contracts were let. 
The wooden hulls were ordered from 
72 yards, of which 51 have been built 
from the ground up since the contracts 
were let. The percentage of comple- 
tion of wooden hulls, figuring on the 
entire program, which included hulls 
on which construction has not started, 
is 8 per cent. 

Of 68 composite ships for which con- 
tracts were let, keels have been laid 
for 12. These 12, on December 1, were 
20 per cent completed. The contracts 
went to four shipyards, three of which 


did not exist when the contracts were 
made. The three yards have been vir- 
tually completed and they will begin 
construction of ships within a few 
weeks. 

Eleven keels for steel ships have 
been laid, in new yards. Contracts 
were let for steel ships to 32 yards, 
of which 20 are new. The percentage 
of completion of the steel progranp—4 
per cent—does not include the con- 
struction of the new yards. 

Of the ships contracted for four have 
been launched, two steel and two wood. 


Henry Ford’s Plan. 


Henry Ford, serving with the ship- 
ping board as a manufacturing expert, 
has proposed extension of the fabrica- 
tion program. He has advised that the 
board have built in the south a num- 
ber of fabricating. yards.in which would 
be turned out steel vessels on the end- 
less chain systém employed by Ford 
in his automobile. factory. Ten ships 
would be laid down at once in each 


yard. 

Mr. Ford will go on a trip throughout 
the south in search of locations and to 
investigate facilities for manufactur- 
ing and shipping fabricated materials. 

Mr. Ford’s idea is to improve on the 
three Delaware yards * introducing in 
those he recommends building fn the 
south methods employed so _ success- 
fully in the Ford automobile plant. The 
ondicas chain system of construction 
would be applied to shipbuilding so 
far as it would be practicable. 

If construction of additional yards 
is decided to be advisable, it is entirely 
likely that most of them will be placed 
in the south to relieve congested rail- 
road traffic conditions in the east. 

The shipping board as well as other 
government departments, it is now re- 
alized, made a mistake in placing vir- 
tually all large orders for supplies in 
the eastern part of the country. The 
railroads have been unable to handle 
properly the great increase in factory 
output. Munitions plants established 
in the future will be placed largely in 
the middle west and in the south for 
this reason. 

SOUTHERN PINE MILLS 
CUTTING SHIP TIMBER 

New Orleans, December 24.—Southern 
pine mills cutting ship timbers for the 
government this year will forego the 
usual week’s shut-down for the Christ- 
mas holidays in order to lose no time 
in providing materials needed at ship- 
yards, according to an announcement 
tonight by the Southern Pine associa- 
tion. 

In most plants operations will be sus- 
pended for a single day and a few were 
closed today and will remain. closed 
Christmas day. Many large mills, it 
was stated, now are running night and 
day to speed up government business.

‘ARMS FOUND N HOLD 


bf BOLSHEVIKI VESSEL 


Believed Guns and Cartridges 
Were Intended for the 
American I. W. W. 


A Pacific Port, December 24.—Fed- 


eral officials today found packages of 
ammunition, several hundred rifles and 
a number of bags filled with revolv- 
ers buried under the cargo of hides 
in the Shilka, a Russian freighter 
which arrived here Friday night under 
control of its Bolsheviki crew. Offi- 
clals said the cartridges found in the 
ammunition packages contained slugs 
such as are used by the Germans on 
the eastern front. 

The consignment was probably in- 
tended, officials said they believed, for 
Industrial Workers of the World or 
for use of a raider in the Pacific. 


“An investigation to determine the 
purpose of those in charge of the ship 
will be made immediately,” the United 
States district attorney here today said. 
“We know, that the Shilka is manned 
by a Bolsheviki crew and apparently 


took the vessel over afrier the crew 
rer a few days out of the Russian 
port.” 

Officials continuing their search to- 


day discovered a large quantity of lig- 
uor and a number of I. W. W. news- 
papers aboard, they announced. 

If the munitions were intended for 
the I. W. W., officials said, the Shilka 
probably intended to unload her cargo 
here and then proceed to some pre- 
arranged obscure spot on the coast and 
put, the rifles, revolvers and ammuni- 
tion ashore. 

Among the federal- agents working 
on the ship were some who said they 
believed the munitions were sent by 
the Bolsheviki to aid I. W. W. to fo- 
ment revolutions in the United States 
to further Bolsheviki principles. 

Captain Boris Dogal, master of the 
boat, and members of the crew prob- 
ably will be interned, officials asserted, . 
Search will be continued until the en- 
tire vessel and cargo is gone over. 

Saturday night unverified tfumors 
were circulated that the vessel car- 
ried $100,000 sent by Bolsheviki to aid 
the defense of I, W. W. under trial in 
Chicago. Officials have found no trace 
of the money.

RED CROSS CHRISTMAS 
FOR PERSHING'S FORCES 


Generous Gifts Also for French 
Soldiers—Special Attention 
to Sick and Wounded. 


Washington, December 24.—How the 
American Red Cross has prepared to 
give Christmas cheer to American and 
French soldiers in hospitals and in the 
trenches in France and to thousands 
of children in the war zane, is told in 
the following cablegram received at 
headquarters here today from Paris: 

“The American Red Cross has pro- 
vided funds so that there shall be a 
Christmas party and entertainment in 
every American base hospital and a 
Christmas tree in every ward where 


soldiers and sailors. Every American 
soldier is to have a Christmas bag con- 
taining tobacco, cigarettes, soap, shoe- 
strings, wash cloth, towel, tooth brush 
and large handkerchief filled with 
candy. 

Christmas trees have been arranged 
for at some of the training camps. One 
hundred thousand socks. containing 
gifts will be given to the French sol- 
diers in trenches and 50,000 Christmas 
bags to wounded French soldiers. 

“In two towns the American Red 
Cross hospitals have arranged Christ- 
mas parties for the children. The first 
real, old-fashioned, before-the-war kind 
of Christmas since 1913 ig being pre- 
pared for children of French refugees, 
cripples and tuberculosis soldiers by 
the American Red Cross. After three

~ FOR THE SOLDIERS 


Great Disappointment 
Among the Men Alleviated 
by a Thorough Under- 
standing of Why Presents 
Could Not Be Given. 


THE PREFERENCE GIVEN 
TO THE MEN OVERSEAS 


: Official Acknowledges That 
the Association Undertook 
Too Big a Proposition. 
Several Hundred Given to 
the Sick and Convalescent. 


Because of the fact that a consid- 
erable shortage of Red Cross Christ- 
mas kits for the million and a half 
soldiers of the army has developed, a 
great majority of the soldiers in the 
Eighty-second division at Camp Gor- 
don will not receive these presents 
from the national association, as had 
been repeatedly stated by the officials 
of the Red Cross. 

While this will prove a great dis- 
appointment to the men at the camp, 
the situation will be thoroughly un- 


derstood when they learn that all pres- {Commanding Officer of the, Battalion. 


ents available have been shipped by 
the association to men overseas, who 
were naturally given preference when 
the distribution of the kits was be- 
gun. 

“The Red Cross takes all the blame 
for the failure to provide Christmas 
kits on its own shoulders,” stated a 
prominent official of the association 
last night. The association has, how- 
ever, a word of explanation to make in 
regard to this matter that will prob- 
ably alleviate in large measure the 
disappointment of the men. 

“To put the matter in shortest 
terms, the Red Cross ‘bit off more than 
it could chew’ when it agreed to sup- 
ply one and a half million presents 
to soldiers on such short notice. The 
association did its very best in a sin- 
cere way, but it was simply unable to 
amass the necessary number of kits, 
which could not be bought with cam- 
paign funds but which had to be do- 
nated by the public. 

When the time came to distribute 
the presents, men overseas were nat- 
urally given first thought. I am glad 
to state that all of them got presents. 
The remainder were distributed fairly 
among the camps for men in the base 
hospitals and infirmaries.” 

Several hundred Christmas kits have 
already been given the patients in the 
base hospital and the various infir- 
maries at Camp Gordon. The members 
of the division were scheduled to re- 
ceive their kits at noon. Monday, but 
due to the fact that the Red Cross was 
unable to provide them, only the sick 
and convalescent soldiers at the camp 
are to get the Red Cross remem- 
brances. N 


HUNDREDS OF SOLDIERS 
TURNED BACK T0 CAMP 


Street Car Facilities Entirely 
Inadequate — Many City . 
Engagements Missed. 


tiundreds of soldiers at Camp Gordon, 
many of whom had home engagements 
in Atlanta, turned back to the camp 
last night on account of their inability 
to get into the city.
